If ether, of these versions was 100 
per cent, correct, it .would be a tough 
look-nut (or Australia. Yet in one 
form or (mother lioth these silly notions 
are constantly cropping up. 

To a city audience the half-witted 
"^Dave" gives a certain sense Ot 
superiority. To the hefty young fel- 
low.- o( the bush the caricature of a 
vacant-looking "lownie" impart5 a like 
glow of Mtfcftstfofl. Rxcept that they 
represent the immcxnorial rivalry be- 
tween dry and country, these legends 
need not he taken too seriously. 

There is one piece of truth tn it all, 
however. Australian men are liable to 
give outsiders a false impression about 
their capabilities owing to their lack of 
conversational ;ihrlity. They can talk 
sport and they can lalk "shop," hut 
they can't sustain an intelligent dis- 
cussion on any broad, general topic. 

Perhaps we shouldn't say "they 
can't," Rather, "chey don't." Aus- 
tralians are as well-read and as well- 
informed M most people (better than 
most) , but we have an acute inferiority 
complex in regard to cultural and artis- 
tic attainments. We are sure of our 
mechanical and professional abilities; 
that is why we talk shop so easily. 
We have an unerring judgment in 
sport. But in music, art. literature, 
and ihe philosophies wc know we arc 
griping. 

Maybe chat'* why wt stammer when 
at our trivolnus dancer and dinners 
some polished' scion nf nubility 
broaches high falutin topics. 

"They giggle," says Mr. Baird. Why
